Dr. Homer Newell of the Na- 
tional Aeronautics and Space 
Administration says he would 
guess that if the Russian rock- 
et gets past the moon, it would 
go into an orbit that would lie 
somewhere between that of 
Venus. 65.000.000 miles from 
the sun, and that of Mars. 

He told a reporter he figures 
that the earth-launched rocket 
would not have energy’ enough 
left to get it into the more dis- 
tant neighborhood of the large 
majority of asteroids. 

Predicted Velocity. 

Newell figures that by the 
time the rocket achieves double 
the distance of the earth to the 
moon, if it does, its velocity 
with respect to the earth will 
be virtually zero. 

However, it will then be 
within the gravitational pull of 
the sun and would be traveling, 
relative to the sun, at a clip of 
1814 miles a second. That is the 
same speed at which the earth 
orbits around the sun. 

While the world knows by 
now how the potential Russian 
asteroid was formed, scientists 
are much less certain how its 
prospective buddies in space 
were formed 

One concept is that the as- 
teroids resulted from the ex- 
plosion of a great planet mil- 
lions of years ago 

The other is that the as- 
teroids once were clouds of gas 
which accumulated following 
formation of the sun. These 
clouds of gaseous matter ulti- 
mately became globs of matter 
which, in turn, developed into 
the nine major planets of the 
solar system 

But some of the globs did 
not become full-scale planets 
Instead they became the junior- 
sized asteroids.

trict Judge Frank M. Johnson 
Jr., provided that a commis- 


sion investigator will be al- 
lowed to see the records at a 


time and place “mutually 
agreeable” to federal and state 
authorities, 

But the order stipulated 


that arrangements to get access 
to the files must be made by 
Friday, the date originally set 
by Judge Johnson for registra- 
officials to produce the 
records before the commission 
in Montgomery. 

The court order limited the 
records to those which have a 
direct bearing on the Civil 
Rights Commission’s investiga- 
tion of Negro voting com- 
plaints. Negroes in three coun- 
ties—Barbour and Bullock and 
Macon—and in three other 
counties have complained to 
the federal agency that they 
were denied the right to vote. 

The commission attempted 
to get registration files in six 
counties for a hearing heard 
Dec. 8-9 but was blocked by 
the resistance of state authori- 
ties and registration officials. 

Judge F. Johnson was asked 
then to order the defiant offi- 
cials to produce the evidence. 
Today’s hearing was to deter- 
mine whether the Alabama 
officials could legally withhold 
the information the commis- 
sion sought. 

The ruling of Judge John- 
son can be appealed, however, 
and the clash of federal vs. 
state authority eventually may 
reach the Supreme Court. 

Arguing immunity to civil 
rights investigators are Circuit 
Judge George Wallace of Clay- 
ton and five present or former 
voter registration officials. 

Wallace refused to appear 
at the Civil Rights Commission 
hearing here Dec. 8-9. The 
registrars balked at testifying 
under oath about the Negro 
voting complaints. They are de- 
signated judicial officers under 
state law, and they claim the 
federal agency has no right to 
question them about their of- 
ficial duties

Some Interesting Ways to Serve That Old Favorite---Ground Beef 


By DOROTHY BRAINERD 
Post-Dispatch Food Editor. 


HOW LONG HAS IT BEEN since you enjoyed a good ham- 
burger? With holiday menus planned around such party fare 
as shrimp, ham, turkey or chicken it may have been several 


weeks since you served lowly ground beef. 


But although it 


may be passed by briefly during the whirl of Christmas enter- 
taining, hamburger is in no danger of losing its popularity with 


the American public. 


A survey made some time ago by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture indicated that during a typical week more 
than half of the families questioned (52.8 per cent, to be exact) 


used ground beef. 


Of course hamburger doesn’t 
have to be made into patties 
and eaten as a sandwich; there 
are all sorts of interesting 
things that can be done with 
it. Add a broiled topping to the 
"burgers, or cook them in a 
savory sauce; use the ground 
meat for meat balls or a meat 
loaf; serve it as a casserole 
topped with fluffy biscuits— 
the ways of a good cook with 
hamburgers are countless. 


It is important that care be 
exercised in handling ground 
beef as it arrives from the 
market. Because it is so per- 
ishable, it should be stored 
immediately in the coldest 
part of the refrigerator or 
meat compartment, and 
should be used within 24 
hours after purchase. 

Frozen ground beef may be 
stored in the home freezer 
three to four months if held 
at zero degrees or colder. If 
shaped into patties before 
freezing, the ground beef 
may be cooked from the froz- 
en state, without thawing. 

Because a hamburger is so 
simple to make, it sometimes 
is treated carelessly. To be re- 
warded with tender "burgers, 
follow these few easy rules: 

Do handle the mixing light- 
ly. Treat the meat gently, touch 
it lightly, and never mash 
down a patty with a spatula. 

Do shape the patties evenly, 
as thick in the center as at 
the edge (they will cook more 
uniformly). 

Do something (with hot 
water, an inexpensive red wine, 


soup stock or vegetable juices) 
about rinsing off the skillet 
and scraping up any “brown” 
in the pan for pan juice. 

Do heat or toast the ham- 
burger buns—a cold bun and a 
piping hot hamburger just 
aren't congenial. 

Do, if you like the flavor, 
heat a little garlic or garlic 
salt in the butter used for 
brushing the hamburger buns 
(adds both flavor and aroma). 

* * . 

To add variety to your favor- 
ite hamburgers, try spreading 
them with either one of these 
toppings. Broil one side until 
nicely browned, turn, broil 
second side about five minutes, 
spread on the topping and 
broil about two more minutes. 

Roquefort Topping: Mix to- 
gether six teaspoons Roquefort 
cheese and six teaspoons chop- 
ped onion and top each patty 
with mixture. Finish broiling. 

Spanish Topping: Spread 
about two teaspoons of chili 
sauce on each patty and top 
with sliced, stuffed olives. 
Finish broiling.

What makes a meat ball 
Swedish? Mostly, it's a matter 
of texture. Swedish chefs and 
home cooks strive for smooth- 
ness, a texture quite unlike 
our somewhat coarse American 
hamburgers. To achieve this 
smoothness, twice-ground meat 
is combined with a beaten egg, 
milk and bread crumb mikx- 
ture. 

There's a flavor difference, 
too. The Swedish meat ball 
usually is made with a com- 
bination of meats (beef, pork 
and veal) and the distinctive 
seasonings may be nutmeg and 
allspice, used separately or in 
combination. 

Then there's a size difference. 
The Swedish meat balls are 
shaped into tiny balls about an 
inch in .diameter To keep 
them from flattening during 
cooking, the trick is to shake 
the pan gently so that they roll 
freely It's necessary to use a 
large pan, with just a few meat 


balls added at a time, to ac- 
complish this.

The New Year Theme. 

Some one ought to put to 
music the New Year's theme: 
“1959 — Bridge-to-the-Golden- 
Sixties.” The year is expected 
to link the boom of the ‘fifties 
(1955-56-57) and the forthcom- 
ing expansion of the ‘sixties. 

At meetings of the Amer- 
ican Economic Association in 
Chicago and the National 
Industrial Conference Board 
in New York, you had to look 
under the carpet for appre- 
hension.

Court turndown of the Bethle- 
hem Steel-Youngstown merger 
Consider the contrast be- 
tween now and April and May 
Then numerous Congressmen.

As the third big-news story 
of 1958. I'd put Western Eu- 
rope’s imperviousness to our 
recession. After 1948-49, quip- 
sters said “When America 
coughs. the Continent gets 
pneumonia.” Then, Great Brit- 
ain was forced to devalue the 
mound from $4.03 to $2.80. 
Hindsight teaches us that Great 
Britain was vulnerable. It was 
importing heavily from Amer- 
ica—because of its cwn post- 
war shortages. And when cop- 
per and wool fell: in price, 
countries in the sterling orbit 
earned fewer dollars. 

This time, the United 
States recession was not 
accompanied by a change in 
the “terms of trade”—the 
prices of what sterling coun- 
tries bought vis-a-vis what 
they sold. United States ex- 
ports fell and imports he'd 
up, largely because of pur- 
chases of foreign cars by 
Americans. So western Eu- 
rope withstood the recession. 
The devaluation of the franc 
was not a recession phenom- 
enon, but an overdue ariswer 


to chronic inflation. The 
hope is a balanced French 
budget, increased exports 
and decreased imports. 
Plainly, the three big news 
stories of 1958—the shift in 
psychology from gloom to 
boom: the recovery from the 
recession: and Europe's im- 
munity to the United States 
decline—were all euphoric 
Let's hope for the same for 
1959

“Watch Out For 


In 1959 


Washington, D.C. -- The watchwords for the 

new year may well be..."prosperity, but" -- : 

It will be a time to follow the news closely, 
and to carefully estimate its consequences. 

According to U.S. NEWS & WORLD REPORT, the 
weekly news magazine published here, there will be 
a strong, new boom in 1959 but with it, probler:, 
and a continuing struggle against inflation. 
Profits and incomes will start up again but the 
cost of many things may edge up also. 


Integration and school problems will stay in 
the news; there will be sudden new developments 
to watch for. Politics will get "hotter." You may 
see first photos of the "dark side" of the moon. 
And no one expects Russia to change from the cours@ 
which led this year to shooting wars at Quemoy 
and in the Middle East...and which may lead to 
other, more costly actions in the months to come. 
Here from a recent issue of U.S. NEWS & 
WORLD REPORT is more on the outlook...in more detail: 


INCOMES of people will reach new high ground. 
Employment and hourly pay will keep going up. 


UNEMPLOYMENT will decline -- but is likely to 
continue as a nagging problem in some areas. 


TOTAL SPENDING. called "gross national product,” 
will break previous records. 


OUTPUT OF GOODS, which was down rather sharply in 
the recent recession, will recover lost ground and 
be breaking records before mid-1959. 


CONSIRUCTION, over-all, will reach new highs, too. 
Contracts already awarded assure that. A strong 
revival is under way in housing. 


PROFITS, severely hurt in recession, will come back 
quickly as business volume gains.

The total will be larger than 
for any previous peacetime year in history -- 
larger, in fact, than for any year of the Korean War. 


COST OF LIVING is expected to rise only slightly. Meat 
prices are likely to dip. Foods, generally, will 
tend to be stable to a trifle lower. Rents are 
likely to edge up a bit. Fuel will be little 
changed, but firm. Clothing will be little changed. 
Shoes may cost a bit more. Services, a growing item, 
are likely to go on creeping up. 


CAR SALES, which sagged to around 4.5 million this 
last year and were a big factor in the recession, 
now seem sure to reach almost 6 million in 1959, 
including 500,000 imported cars. Holdover 1958 models 
are few--not a burden as the ‘57s were a year ago. 


SIG WAR is not considered likely. Military appraisal 
is that, right now and for some years to come, 
superior military power will be in U.S. hands. 
U.S., forging ahead in nuclear power and in means 
to deliver that power, is not far behind in missile 
development and will catch up. 


INTEGRATION will progress little in the South. 
Supreme Court decisions cannot end the South's 
school problem. The South, at the same time, is 
being pushed into a narrower and narrower position 
from which to maneuver. This problem will grow.

Sober observers, including 
American diplomatic observ- 
ers, agree, however, that what 
happened was not a “riot” in 
the usual sense of the word. 
In its origin at any rate, the 
rioting was aimed at the rigid 
police control over this colony. 

The tragic events of yester- 
day and today were totally un- 
expected by either the Belgian 
authorities or by the American 
diplomatic staff here. The 
speed of the African political 
awakening and the intensity of 
the African determination to 
achieve democracy and indé- 
pendence has been largely un- 
derestimated 

How Riot Was Touched Off. 

The beginning of the riot 
was a small incident. 

The Belgians recently have 
allowed some African partici- | 
pation in governmetn in the 
“communes” into which the 
cities and towns of the Congo 
are divided. In Leopoldville 
mayors in 10 out of the 13 
communes are African. 

One of these 
mayors, Pinzi, had just re- 
turned from a visit to Belgium. 
In his absence the strongest 
political organization in his 
commune, the Abako Congo 
Association, had elected a new 


set of officers. They wished to |

building last night. 

Commune mayors, however, 
have so little real authority in 
the Congo that even such a 
meeting required official per- 
mission.

Regulations for Regulators 

After long and dramatic investigations 
which led from business desks in Boston and 
elsewhere to official desks in Washington and 
the White House. the Harris subcommittee has 
issued a final report on how to safeguard six 
regulatory agencies. 

A direct target of the committee is the 

eX-parie’ communication or contact between 
persons who have an interest in a proceeding 
before 2 regulatory commission and a member 
of that commission. The report proposes to 
pronmidst such comtacts where they are not au- 
thorized by law—that is. where they are pr? 
vate and one-sided efforts to 
com mussjoner 

The committee also would require the com- 
missions and their members to make part of 
the official record al] communications, writ- 
ten or oral. pertaining to matters before the 
commussion, even those from federal officials 
anc congressmen, and anyone who has a spe 
cial interest in a proceeding or represents 
such an interest would have to file an explane- 
tion of his role in a case. 

Cammissions would be required to act. one 
wey or another. on motions within 30 days 
after they are filed, though the agencies could 
delay action further for good cause and with 
notice to all sides. The purpose of this is to 
try to end delavs which. as one witness test- 
fied. provide “a climate for fast dealers and 
siv arrangements

SYDNEY, Australia, Jan. 5 
(UPI) Australia’s Ashley 
Cooper bolted the amateur ten- 
nis ranks today in a move that 
Zives pro king Pancho Gon- 
zales a glamorous new oppo- 
nent and probably assures a 
United States victory in the 
next Davis Cup challenge 
round. 

United States Promoter Jack 
Kramer announced that the 22- 
ycar-old Wimbledon and Unit- 
ed States and Australian na- 
tional champion has agreed to 
a three-year contract which 
should earn him about $140.- 
090. Kramer said Cooper would 
be guaranteed $100,000 over 
the three-year period plus 20 
per cent of the gate the first 
year and 5 per cent of the gate 
for each victory. 

Cooper, considered the 
smoothest player ever devel- 
oped in Australia, is scheduled 
to make his pro debut Tuesday 
night against Ecuador's Pancho 
Segura in the Jack Crawford 
testimonial tournament. Segu- 


ra, a fabulous, bandy-legged 
retriever, is a world-famed 
“spoiler.” 


Cooper’s move, shortly after 
Davis Cup teammate Mal An- 
derson also turned pro, 
breathed new life into Kra- 
mer’s 1959 professional plans, 
but was a tremendous blow to 
Australia’s chances of regain- 
ing the Davis Cup from the 
United States this year—and 
perhaps for several years. 

With Cooper and Anderson 
out of the picture, the United 
States’ controversial Peruvian 


star, Alex Olmedo, stands prac-

tically unchallenged as_ the 
world’s number-one amateur. 
The powerful United States 
contingent of Olmedo, Hamil- 
ton Richardson and Barry Mac- 
Kay appears far too strong for 
any Davis Cup challengers 


Australia can muster in the 
near future. 
Kramer's lush offers thus 


appear to have completed the 
annihilation of the powerful 
Australian amateur ranks built 


by Davis Cup Captain Harry 
Hopman. Kramer previously 
had induced such Australian 


stars as Frank Sedgman, Lew 
Hoad, Ken Rosewall and Ken 
McGregor to turn professional. 
He previously had hurt the 
United States’ Davis Cup 
chances by persuading Gon- 
zales and Tony Trabert to do 
the same thing. 

Kramer said Cooper and the 
rest of the pro troupe will 
arrive in San Francisco on 
Feb. 16 and play there a few 
days later.

Roy Robert Paige has been 
working on location in a pic- 
ture called “The Wonderful 
Country.” if this latter-day 
Baby Leroy is as guod as a 
press release intimates, film 
critics may nominate him 
rookie-of-the-year, as some 
baseball writers did in the 
winter of 1948 after he had 
won six games and lost one 
for Cleveland's world cham- 
pion Indians. 

“I declined the position,” 
he said of the writers’ acco- 
lade. “I wasn't sure which 
year the gentlemen had in 
mind.” 

His confusion was under- 
standable, for Satch and the 
calendar have never seen 
eye-to-eye. When he applied 
for a tourist permit to enter 
Mexico, he was asked wheth- 
er he had a birth certificate 

“T tol’ the fellow: ‘Man, 
everybody knows Lee-Roy 
was born.’ He ast how old I 
was and I tol’ him the truth, 
49. He ast how long I been 
playin’ ball and I tol’ him 
the truth—43 years.”

Eclipses of the sun offered , 
chance to see which parts of 
the sun and its extremely ho: 
atmosphere were responsib|. 
for these forms of light. 

An eclipse on April 19 was 
observed by a team of Sovie: 
and Chinese scientists on the 
island of Hainan. By observing 
the effect of the moon's pas. 
sage, they detected a strong 
source of radio noise in the 
atmosphere of the sun, possi. 
bly related to a large sunspot 
group, which at that moment 
was on the far side of the sun 

During the total eclipse of 
Oct. 12 a series of rockets was 
fired from a United States na. 
val landing vessel in the South 
Pacific. These carried instry.- 
ments above the filtering effect 
of the atmosphere and revealed 
that, when the sun was com. 
pletely covered, ultraviolet 
rays were completely absent. 

At the same time X-rays were 
detected. This seems to prove 
that the X-rays originate in the 
glowing corona, or atmosphere. 
which surrounds the sun. 
whereas the ultraviolet rays 
come from the flaming body 
of the sun itself. 

A pushbutton type of rocket 
program on San Nicolas island 
off California, sought to find 
out what type of solar rays 
produced the radio blackouts 
which occur when light from a 
solar flare reaches the earth 

The reckets were fired a)- 
most as soon as a flare was ob- 
served. They detected incom- 
ing X-rays, but no unusual 
ultraviolet. The X-rays appar- 
ently caused a blahket of ab- 
eorbing ionization which keep 
the radio signals from reaching 
their usual reflection layers 
higher up

Con Men With 
Hearts of Gold 


NEW YORK, Jan. 5. 

IS “MAVERICK” really a Western? The Maverick 
brothers, Bret and Bart (played respectively by James Gar- 
ner and Jack Kelly) have been playing hob with the ratings 
of Steve Allen and Ed Sullivan and even occasionally Jack 
Benny and that leads to a lot of loose talk that the cash 
customers who buy soap want only Westerns. Actually, the 
Mavericks hail from New Orleans, are gamblers by trade 
and ply their shady profession all over the globe, including 
(quite recently) the South Seas. 

If “Maverick” is a Western, it is one with a large wink. 
Much of the time the authors seem intent, not so much on

doing a Western, as on ribbing the pants off Westerns. I 
recall one script called “Gun-Shy” which seemed intent on 
ridiculing the whole genus Western. This is the way Mari- 
on Hargrove, the author, starts it: 

“This one is a little like the vignette they use on one 
of those low pressure Saturday night Westerns, but the 
similarity wasn't noticed until it was too late to do any- 
thing about it. We can only hope that nobody watches tele- 
vision on Saturday nights. Our own vignette opens on a 
long shot of a Western street: Empty, silent and tense. A 
wide behind with a large revolver hung on it, crosses the 
frame so close to the camera that it’s practically polishing 
the lens. The large gunman who is the town marshal, 
pauses for a shot in the foreground and we note that he 
is facing another man who stands way the hell down at the 
far end of the street. 

“Suddenly the marshal does a lightning draw and fires 
at the heavy down the street. Then he looks puzzled as if 
he were missing some blue pages in the script and fires 
five times more. The guy at the far end of the street is 
still standing there. He leans toward us and calls out. We 
recognize the pleasant helpful tone as the voice of our hero, 
Bret Maverick: 

“*Shall I stand a little closer, Marshal?’” 


THE WHOLE TONE, in short, is quite a lot different 
from “Gunsmoke.” (Imagine Matt Dillon missing six shots! 
The whole social fabric of the West would come unstuck.) 
This particular episode was a bit more of a spoof on West- 
erns than most of them. The cast list; for instance, read 
in part like this: 

Bret Maverick . . .A refugee from Warner Bros. 

Submarine pictures. 

.A mature cockney gentleman 
with black eyebrows and store- 
bought hair. A thorough-going 
thief, a congenital and gifted 
liar, a crafty and seasoned 
schemer of the highest crim- 
inal type 

.» Town marshal at Ellwood, Kan 
Large grim humorless and a 
sitting duck at all times. 
.Thirtyish and decollete, the 
typical hard - but - wholesome 
lady saloon-keeper. 

. Who has trouble understanding 
this Indian-talk jazz. 

This particular caper dealt with a search for buried 
treasure in which Mort Dooley (shades of Matt Dillon) kept 
running Maverick out of town. Ran him out about four 
times. Every time Mort would buckle on his guns Amy 
would lay her hand on his arm, look up at him soulfully, 
and say: “Be careful, Mort.” 

The Maverick brothers are incessantly mixed up in 
shady enterprises but they never profit from them, far as 
I can see. In this particular one, Bret finally found the 
treasure which turned out to be confederate money. Not 
long ago, the Mavericks did a free-hand version of an old 
Robert Louis Stevenson story called “The Wreckers.” In 
this one they got hold of a wrecked ship in the South Seas, 
only to dump the opium overboard virtuously instead of 
taking it back to the States and selling it.

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Newspaper Woman Who Chooses Jail 


Marie Torre Will Serve Sentence Rather Than Reveal Confidential Source

NEW YORK, Jan. 5 ‘UPD. 

MARIE TORRE, the news- 
paper woman who has chosen 
prison rather than disclose the 
name of a confidential news 
source, is a quiet-spoken bun- 
die of dark beauty and enor- 
mous energy who fell in love 
with newspapering at 16. 

That was when she got put 
in a journalism class in Lafay- 
ette High School in Brooklyn. 
Today, at 34, she spreads 
motherly affection on two in- 


fant children and one Mon- 
day-through-Friday newspaper 
column. 


What sort of woman would 
choose jail rather than violate 
a journalistic principle? Let's 
take a look. 

Determination is one of the 
key characteristics of Marie 
Torre. That, and burning am- 
bition, and the driving energy 
that enabled her to go through 
the birth of two children with 
a total of only one day off from 
her newspaper job. 

She willed herself to be a 
top newspaper woman and 
made the will stick. She is 
now TV-radio columnist for 
the New York Herald Tribune 
and associate editor of its Sun- 
day TV-radio magazine. Her 
column is syndicated daily to 
49 other newspapers. 

She is going to jail for 10 
days, starting today, because 
she refused to divulge the 
source of a news item in her 
column concerning singer Judy 
Garland. The item, in which 
Miss Torre quoted a Columbia 
Broadcasting System executive 


about Miss Garland, resulted 
in a libel suit against CBS by 
the singer. 


Columnist Robert Ruark once 
wrote of her: “She is a news- 
paper man who is madly in 
love with news—not novels, not 
plays, not magazine pieces, but 
hard news which she wants to 
write exclusively for tomorrow, 
since today isn't fresh enough. 
And working in a field where 
hard news rarely happens, she 
still manages to hit the front 
pages regularly.”

Picking Girls for 
Broadway Chorus 


NEW YORK, Jan. 5. 
THE CHOOSING OF CHORUS GIRLS for a Broad- 
Way musical is a very serious business. We didn’t realize 
this until our wife got out of town, and Michael Kidd the 
musical comedy director invited us, as a special treat, to 
ae attend the chorus gir! au- 
ditions for “Destry Rides 
Again,” a musical which 
will open in New York in 
April. 

Most people believe, as 
we did, that chorus girls 
and dancers were all 
friends of producers and 
backers. This is just-one 
of those canards prob- 
ably kept going by pro- 
ducers and backers, but 
certainly not by direc- 
tors... 

Mr. Kidd told us: “The 
gamble involved in try- 
ing to make a Broadway 
hit is so great that no 
producer can afford to 
play favorites when it 
i comes to casting. It's 

cheaper for him to keep

than put her in it if he is only casting her for friendship’s 
sake.” 


There are two calls involved with auditioning chorus 
girls. The first is an Equity call, and girls who are mem- 
bers of Equity and presumably have experience are given 
an opportunity to audition for the director. 


The second call is called an open call and is literally 
open to anyone who wants to try out regardless of previ- 
ous background. The open calls are usually the most fun, 
according to Mr. Kidd, because you get a chance to see new 
faces and find new talent. Also there are usually twice as 
many girls trying out at the open call as there are at the 
Equity call ! 

Since we were a visitor from abroad, Mr. Kidd let us 
attend the open call. 

The call was for 11 o'clock and when all the girls were 
on-stage in their ballet tights (there were about 1206 of 
them) Mr. Kidd broke them up into groups of four and had 
them do a turkey strut step. 


“It’s a simple step,” Mr. Kidd explained, “yet it's 
doubtful anyone has practiced it, and it does give me a 
chance to see their style.” 

“What do you look for?” we asked Mr. Kidd. not tak- 
ing our eyes off the stage. 


“Two things. How they radiate on a stage and 
how they dance. Beauty is not the most important 
factor. A beautiful face in repose is not neces- 
sarily beautiful on the stage. As a matter of fact 
most of the girls that look beautiful on the stage 
are rarely beautiful off it. It isn’t enough for them 
to look good; they must feel good. That’s why I 
always talk to them when I’m auditioning, to see 
how they react. The girls who are the least tense 
turn out to be the best performers.” 


Mr. Kidd started eliminating the girls as they danced 
across the stage. He would say, “First and third girls stay. 
Second and fourth girls, I'm sorry.” 

“Does it break your heart to send girls home,” we 
asked as our heart broke 

“T can't get involved emotionally,” Mr. Kidd replied 
unemotionally. “I made it clear at the beginning their 
chances are very slim. 

“It was hard when I first started in this business but 
I discovered the kids would rather have it straight 
Only use 14 girls so somebody has to be eliminated.” 


l can 


Mr. Kidd said he could have eliminated three- 
quarters of the girls when they first danced across 
the stage, but he felt since they had gone to so 
much trouble to turn out, he would at least let 
them hang around for a while so they wouldn't 
feel too bad. He also kept several girls he had 
no intention of using, but who for one reason or 
another needed encouragement.

“Sure, I make mistakes,” he said. “Some good people 
get overlooked and some bad people get taken, but it’s my 
decision and I have to stick by it.” 


As the eliminating continued and girls danced their 
way out into the cold air of Forty-sixth street, Mr. Kidd 
changed the step from a turkey strut to the double stomp. 

Mr. Kidd's assistants snudéered. “Not the double 
stomp.” 

“The double stomp,” he said coldly. 

“I need tall girls,” he said. “Small girls get swallowed 
up on a stage. The audience can see tall girls better and 
long limbs are very important to a show of this kind.” 

The auditions continued for two more hours. As each 
girl was eliminated another light went out on Broadway. 

\And out of the 120 girls Mr. Kidd found only eight he 
could possibly use. It shows how little people outside of 
Broadway know about this business. There were at least 
110 that we would have chosen and the other 10 we would 


have asked to come back at another time.

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Dishonesty: Blight of Business 


Employes in Big and Small Jobs Steal $4,000,000 From American Firms Every Day 


American business is being robbed to the tune of about a 
billion dollars a year by dishonesties of every description. 


Norman Jaspan Associates 
is a professional engineering 
firm in New York which is 
called in by various business- 
es to find out why they are 
“sick.” Often the firm finds 
the reason is dishonesty, 
ranging from the $60-a-week 
clerk to the highest-paid ex- 
ecutive. This is the first of 
two articles on dishonesty in 
business.

FOUR MILLION DOLLARS 
was stolen the other day by 
such seemingly-innocent indi- 
viduals as a store manager in 
Pennsylvania, the head chef of 
a restaurant in New York and 
a mechanic in a California fac- 
tory. 

No, America isn't suffering 
from a one-day crime wave. 
These persons and hundreds 
like them all over the country 
will steal about that much from 
their employers today—and 
they'll take about the same 
amount tomorrow. 

For American business is be- 
ing robbed to the tune of about 
a billion dollars a year. Not all 
of this haul is in the form of 
cash, of course. Employes, su- 
pervisors and executives are 
stealing thousan upon thou- 
sands of dollars a day in the 
form of time, merchandise, 
services, bribes, kiekbacks and 
dishonesties of every descrip- 
tion. 

The company comptroller 
with 20 years’ service, the pur- 
chasing agent, the new sales 
girl—unfortunately, the ma- 
jority of people will yield to 
temptation whatever their in- 
come, sex, age or position in 
the firm. 

Here's part of the confession 
recently given by the manager 
of a store in Kansas City: 

“I have been an employe of 
the store for 34 years, the past 
20 years as manager. I admit 
systematically stealing and sell- 
ing merchandise amounting to 
about $22,000, maybe even 
more. It’s difficult to remem- 
ber everything I've taken. . .” 

The foreman of a warehouse 
in Texas admitted: “I have 
stolen practically every day for

the past seven years. It would 
be no problem for me to steal 
anywhere between $25 to $50 
a day ... it might be a carton 
of cigarettes, a case of light 
bulbs, canned goods, cosmetics, 
electrical appliances, all de- 
pending how bulky the material 
was. It is impossible for me 
to remember how many things 
I took, as it probably consists 
of éverything that we carry.” 
And here is a_ statement 
from the traffic manager of a 
Louisiana textiles firm: 


“Over the past 15 vears I 
have been accepting gratuities 
in cash from transportation 
companies; one large company 
sends me a check for $1000 the 
first Monday of every month. 
In the last five years alone I 
have cost my employers over 
$75,000. ... 


“I. have no real excuse for 
my dishonesty, but I know that 
other people holding jobs like 
mine were earning two or three 
times the $9000 I was getting. 
I figure that ith my kick- 
backs I just about made what 
they made on straight salary.” 

These cases of dishonesty— 
and hundreds more like them 
—were uncovered by engineers 
of our management consulting 
firm in the course of trying to 
discover why certain businesses 
were “sick.” In half the cases, 
the firms had no idea they 
were being milked by unscru- 
pulous employes. Yet, we 
turned up some $60,000,000 in 
losses of one sort or another 
last year alone. 


Why are executives often 
ignorant of what is happen- 
ing inside their own organi- 
zations? 

If they try te learn the 
truth from fellew workers, 
the employe may be prej- 
udiced, ignorant of the truth, 
dishonest himself or reluc- 
tant to expose the shenani- 
gans which he knows are go- 
ing on. 


If executives try to learn 
the truth from records, they 
find that the documents are 
only as accurate and truthful 
as the people who made them. 
No amount of electrical or me- 
chanical apparatus can prevent 
dishonesty; machines must still 
be operated by human beings. 

But, we also work with—and 
among—employes, and know

We know there are 
as many ways of doing wrong 
by your employer as there are 
alibis for doing so 

We know, too, that in most 
cases dishonesty is a by-product 
of mismanagement. If supervi- 
sion and discipline are firm 
but just, employes are likely 
to rise to the challenge and do 
a good job 

But every time a business or- 
ganization condones some act 
of dishonesty or conceals some 
loss, it advertises to its em- 
ployes and executives that they 
can “get away with it.” Indeed, 
it invites their total destruction 
as self-respecting members of 
human society. For a basically 
honest, hard-working and ca- 
pable employe who yields to 
temptation and connives him- 
self into trouble may ruin not 
only his own life, but those of 
his entire family. 

Don't make the mistake of 
believing that most dishonesty 
involves the lesser-paid, lower 
skilled worker who feels he has 
the right to supplement his 
earnings as best he can. On 
the basis of more than 30 
years’ experience, we know this 
to be untrue. In fact, about 60 
per cent of all losses may be at- 
tributed to supervisory execu 
tive personne! 

The loader at a meat pack- 
ing plant in Chicago may steal 
a few steaks every weekend, 
the cashier of the Boston super- 
market may pocket all $2 bills, 
and the mill hand in Atlanta 
may eventually make off with 
enough lumber and tools to 
build himself a house. 

Certainly, dishonesty by 
rank-and-file employes is no 
small factor. But the big dol- 
lar losses may be traced di- 
rectly to workers on the super- 


visory leveleither through 
outright theft, manipulations, 
bribes. divided loyalties or 


indifference. 

For example, the manager of 
a multimillion-dollar food out- 
let in New York took kickbacks 
ranging from 5 to 10 per cent 
by accepting inferior grades of 
products from distributors while 
authorizing payment for prime 
or premium grades.

NEW YORK, Jan. 5. 

I READ of Gov. 
interest and admired his fine speech. No one could quarrel 
with the sentiments expresséd by the new Governor. 
point, of course, is how nearly he will be able to fulfill the 
standards set in his speech. Much will depend on the men 
he has named to office and on his ability to keep them up 
to the standards which he proclaims as his own. 

The people of the state will watch with interest, 
we have become skeptical of political machines and some of 
us feel that it makes little difference whether a governor 
is a Democrat or a Republican unless he can achieve con- 
trol of the machine. Machinery is necessary. for the func- 
tioning of political parties, but the control must lie with 
the Governor and not with the bosses. The latter may con- 
trol their lieutenants, but never the Governer. 


With the overthrow of President Batista, an- 
other dictatorship has toppled. It now remains to 
be seen whether the rebels under Fidel Castro can 
really provide better government than that of the 
President who has fled. Removing one government 
and putting in another is not in itself sufficient. 
One really has to do something to improve condi- 
tions for the people, and one must try to make the 
government more truly responsive to the people's 
needs. The future alone can give this answer in 
Cuba. 


ON NEW YEAR’S EVE I went with some friends to 
see “Twelfth Night” as produced by the Old Vic, and it 
was indeed a joy. To act Shakespeare well, I think, you 
must have a group of unusually intelligent and attractive 
people, and the Old Vic cast fulfills that requirement.
